London, Sept 30.— Tho Momng ia 
received from Madrid: — Joae Do 'La 
Concha is at the head of the Government 
at the Capital, and Manuel Be La Concha 
in command of an army in the field have 
pronounoed for the revolution. _ The 
people of Madrid and the army garrisoning 
the city have followed their example. A 
statute of the Queen had been dragged 
through the street* of Madrid by the 
rebel*. Pavia of the royal anny who had 
been marshalling his forces for several days 
ha* been utterly defeated by the insur- 
geota in the Province of Cindad Real; his 
army is dispersed, and himself, a fugitive. 
Marshal 8emno, of the rebel army, is 
marching on the capital unopposed. Gen. 
Pavia has arrived; he was badly wounded 
in his battle with the revolutionary forces. 
The" Royal Arms have been removed from 
the public buildings throughout the city 
by the soldiers. The citiiens everywhere 
fraterniie with the army. The buildings 
in several quarters of the city are illumi- 
nated. 

Lokdon, Oct 1.— Madrid is quiet. 
No measures have yet been taken looking 
to the future of the country beyond de- 
nouncing the plao/or a republic, nor will 
there be until the arrival' at the capital of 
Gens. Prim and Serrano,.... The battle be- 
tween Pavia and Serrano occurred at Al- 
cala, near Cordova, and was very short j 
there were but few losses. The ancient 
rights of the House of Savoy to the throne 
of Spain are beginning to be discussed, 
and the Duke of Aosta, the second son of 
King Victor Emmanuel, ia talked of as an 
available candidate. 

A passenger train on the London and 
North-western Railway ran off the track 
to-day near Rugby. Four persons were 
killed and several are reported severely 
injured. The accident was caused by a 
broken rail. 

Paris, Oct 1. — La France lo-day dis- 
cusses the prospects of Spain, and,predicfa 
that the present revolution there will be 
followed by a violent civil war. 

The Monittur of this morning gives the 
following account of the late movements of 
the Spanish court : Her Majesty the Queen 
of Spain and the members of the royal 
family who were with her at San Sebastian, 
crossed the French frontier on the 30th 
ult They immediately proceeded to 
Blarritx, where the Queen had an inter- 
view with the Emperor Napoleon and the 
Empress Eugeoie. After a brief delay the 
Queen and family left Blarrits for the cas- 
tle of Pau, which has been assigned to her 
most Catholic majesty as a residence dur- 
ing her sojourn in France. 

Madrid, Oct 1. — The Provisional 
Junta has issued a proclamation calliDg 
out the national militia. 

Madrid, Oct. 1, p.m. — The Marquis 
of Novaliskea died in this city this morn- 
ing of his wounds. Gen. Calonge, while 
preparing to fly to France, was arrested 
and handed over to the Revolutionary 
Junta at Burgos. The city of Madrid is 
perfectly quiet. Gens. Prim and Serrano 
have not yet arrived here. 

Paris, Oct. 1. — The Bourse is buoyant 
and rentes are rising, 

AiJaXANbRiA, Eotpt, Oct 1.— While 
the Viceroy of Egypt was visiting an il- 
lumination in a narrow street in Cairo, an 
attempt was made to assassinate him by 
dropping a steel ball armed with sharp 
barbs upon his head. The Viceroy es- 
caped uninjured, the perpetrator ia un- 
known. 

London, Oct. 2. — An explosion oc- 
curred yesterday in a colliery at Rhiwabon, 
.Wales; eleven persons were killed and 
many injured. 

Madrid, Oct. 2. — Proclamations will 
soon be issued for elections to be held 
throughout the Kingdom to choose mem- 
bers of a definitive Junta, and delegates to 
a Constituent Assembly to meet at an early 
day in Madrid. The leaders of the revo- 
lution are acting together in perfect accord. 
The elections for members of the new 
Junta are in progress. Perfect order is 
maintained. 

London, Oct. 2. — The American 
Chamber of Commerce of Liverpool will 
give a banquet to Reverdy Johnson, tho 
American Minister, and Lord Stanley, tho 
English Minister for Foreign Affairs, on 
the 22nd of October. 

London, Oct. 4. — A contract for the 
construction of the undergrouud railroad 
in New York has been concluded with tho 
English engineers who built the under- 
ground railway in this city, and they expect 
to enter upon the work at an early day. 
Mr. W. B. Duncan, who sailed from Liver- 
pool on tho steamer Scotia yesterday, took 
out the contract for the approval of the 
board of directors. 

The rumour is current that the success 
of the revolution in Spain has had tho ef- 
fect of inducing France to make some im- 
portant concessions to Italy. It is known 
th?t the Prime Minister, Mcnabrca, is 
expected in Paris, and the supposition is, 
that he comes to conduct the negotiations 
rendered necessary by the alleged change 
in the policy of Ifrancc. 

Madrid, Oct. 3. — Marshal Serrano, 
accompanied by seven generals of tho army, 
entered Madrid in triumph. Great pre- 
parations were made for hw reception. 
The streets and buildings, public and 
private, were superbly decorated. A large 
civic and military procession escorted tho 
generals through tlie city. The houses, 
sidewalks, and public' squares along the 
route of the procession' were crowded with 
citieens, who received Marshal Serrano 
and the generals with wild enthusiasm. 
The procession was followed by a parade 
and rcviefr of the National Guard. This 
was a great patriotic 5 display, and was 
made the occasion of striking manifesta- 
tions of the popular ;will. Tho troops 
carried aide by side with their flags, ban- 
. nera on which were inscribed " Down with 
the Bourbons!'

address to the immense .multitude of citi- 
zens and soldiers, in tty course of which 
lie announced that he had united with 
General Prim in calling Marshal Esnartero, 
the Duke of Vittoria, to the head of the

Tho funds 
originally tnteoded for the austentation of 
the grammar- schools has for a long time 
been diverted to-ihe maintenaixje of the 
college, andoa'aneedlcaslyexjenflivoBCdlo, 
to the great .detriment of tbe general edu- 
cational in^resta.of the country, and it is 
full time this Injustice should be abated.

We Lave received a pamphlet, compiled 
by tho Association of Grammar School 
Masters of Ontario, considering tho posi- 
tion of Upper Canada College in relation 
to the grammar schools, and of a truth 
some of tho facta as there set forth are of 
a startling character. We had always a 
sort of vague, ill-defined idea that tho col- 
lege was an institution created and fostered 
purely in the interest of Toronto ; but then, 
being well accustomed to the. centralizing 
selfishness of that city, we were not sui> 
prised at its grasping the chief of the fat 
things. Still, we imagined that the college 
was founded in some form of honesty, and 
were but little prepared to discover that 
it was established, and is supported, out 
of the wholesale spoliation of the grammar 
school endowment. That this ia the caso 
ia amply and simply demonstrated in tho 
pamphlet before us, taking tho allegations 
set up as correct. The college now stands 
on the property allotted to the Toronto 
grammar school, while the latter languishes 
in a building inferior to Principal Cock- 
burn's stable. Out of tho grant of 250,- 
000 acres of land for grammar school pur- 
poses, G4,000 acres of the very best were, 
in defianco of law and right, devoted to 
tho use of the college, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of the grammar school 
funds have been illegally used in carrying 
on this college, simply for tho benefit of 
the people of Toronto, while at present 
there is annually spent out of the same 

funds, in paying high salaries to the mas- 
ters of the college, a sum sufficient to ap- 
portion 6160 to every grammar school*] n 
the Province Wc have not a word to 
say against tho maintenance of a high class 
school like tho collcgo in Toronto; nor do 
wc deem it necessary or advisablo to dis- 
cuss here tho manner of its administration, 
or the means of its support, except that 
wo may say, that as ita establishment would 
principally redound to tho advantago of 
Toronto, that city of right should assuino 
the weightier portion of tho burden. It 
is doubtless desirable that there should 
exist in tho capital of Ontario 6omo means 
of obtaining a higher class of education 
previous to* tho University; but let the 
cost como from tho proper quarter, and 
not from a largo deduction from tho al- 
ready scanty funds of the county grammar 
schools. It is on the latter tho country 
depends to sccuro a hotter class of educa- 
tion for tho rising youth, and it ia intoler- 
able that tho funds so wisely set apart for 
this useful and lnoatnocdftd purpose should 
ho applied in educating tho children of tho 
wealthy citUcnH of Toronto— in paying'Mr. 
CockVurn upwards of <3,000 a year, with 
half a doxen assistants at $1,400 each— 
with splendid buildings and, boarding- 
houses to boot, when they havo less right 
to havo tho money spent upon them than 
wa to havo tho same eighteen or twenty 
thonsand dollars a year spent on our school 
ia Newmarket. Wo cannot well discuss 
tho matter at length here — it is far too 
grave a subject to end in mow newspapor 
controversy, aod must form the subject, of 
Parliamentary enquiry. Ths only proper 
way wo can see of treating the question is, 
to havo it submitted to a Wimittion ap- 
pointed by the legislature, Tho college, 



THE PRAfcTI8E OP INTERNA- 
TIONAL LAW. . 

The present age is one not only fruitful 
in inventions,! but is also noted for the 
liberality, of idea, whioh is rapidly per- 
meating through the minds of tho think- 
ing and acting men, as well in other coun- 
tries and empires as under our own consti- 
tutionally-formed government. Under our 
own .mild laws', the liberty of the subject, 
be he ever so mean, is guarded with tho 
most scrupulous care, so much so that a 
man charged with crime ia so hedged 
round with the wall of defence the pre- 
sumption of hjs innocenoo affords, that 
less than justice is often done in the final 
result of his trial; It iB better, perhaps, 
that ten guilty should escape than one in- 
nocent man suffer. However, that is not 
exactly tbe question wo would discuss 
hero, but rather the immunity from any 
trial whatever, which many criminals en- 
joy under the present state of our inter- 
national relations. Wo aio speaking now 
more particularly on the position of Cana- 
da and the States in this matter ; and for 
a text will tako, as an example of the ex- 
treme insufficiency of tho provisions of the 
subsisting treaty'between the two coun- 
tries, the escape of. tho express robbers — 
Morton, Moore, Thompson and others — 
wlipse extradition, was recently attempted 

by the authorities of the United States. 
The' Gtim^ff/K'PSfie^t rgretttTnaguHutfo,- 

and ita commission fully admitted by one 
of tho' criminajs*y*et these men were al- 
lowed to go frtfcy because, under tho pro- 
visions of the treaty, a robber can only bo 
extradited if tie crime (robbery) was at- 
tended with viflcncc. With the law in 
its present shape, no other course could 
be taken by ora: authorities but to dis- 
charge the prisoners. Stil), we look upon 
it as a melancholy state of things, that o 
man should be allowed to commit any 
crimo whatever here, and fly to the- States 
for a suro refuge, and vi'ce versa. Wc can 
understand and appreciate tho reasoning 
and feelings w^iich make our statesmen 
even refuse 'to* extend tho provisions of 
tho present treaty so as in any way to 
reach mero political offenders, and believe 
that the right of asylum to them should 
never bo violated. But wo aro most 
strongly of opinion, so far as tho ordinary 
crimes in tho cilendar arc concerned, the 
criminal shoulJ- bo rendered to justice 
without regard' to tho degree of orimc. 
Tho very tenacity of Great Britain as to 
tho rights of personal liberty under her 

flag, has perlmj* retarded, more than any 
other cause, tho arrangement of a cosmo- 
politan system! of laws in this bolinlf. 
Wo see, however, that lately a committee, 
struck by tho Home Legislature, has been 
considering the'subject, and report on tho 
matter with a breadth of view and liber- 
ality of idea wliioli 1 will probably result 
in a general Kujopean treaty much moro 
comprehensive than tho provisions of tho 
present law.' $>o far as wc arc concerned 
wo believe it to 1 bo? absolutely necessary 
for tho wcllbcing of Canada and tho 
States, that woAhould at once enter into 
a treaty whicKjby-fci provisions, will at 
onco annul *ie immunity from crimo 
which at present exists through tho asy- 
lum afforded in oUhor country tn tho 
swindler, thief and outlaw. Nor do wo 
believe that the States would bo found 
unwilling to treat on tho basis wo suggest. 
Considering Iho position of our natural 
relations, it is tho mores t folly to remain 

contented under tho present state of things, 
Wo would oven go further and affirm, that, 
situated as tho two countries aro, in audi 
immediato contiguity, and with such close 
trado relations, wo might, with great 
advantage nnd perfect safety, mako suoh 
arrangements as would facilitate tho civil 
judgment* of Uip'oourta of either, country 
taking effect in the other, without tho 
present tedious and expensive means 
necessary to nttatfl this result, in proceed- 
ings which, after all, aro in their nature only 
formal. \Ve speak 6n the principal that, 
as neither country can deairo to protend 
either (Vaud, dUoODCsiy or crimo, every 
mutual aid should be given to bring tho 
commission of either under tho law of tho 
country where it i» committed.

Kobinson and G. M. Binns. Dr. Hackett 
was called to give medical testimony. 
The body of the unfortunate man was laid 
in tho Court House, .aid after viewing it, the 
jury returned to their room, nnd the follow- 
ing witnesses were called:— David Mayes, 
sworn/ said — I nm *n milter employed in 
Marsden's mill ; deceased was on tho flour 
leaning against a spout in the mill when I 
first saw him ; went to lift him up and shook 
him ; he did not speak, but breathed ; I then 
called Kugcno Nash, who fetched some water 
and threw it In his faco ; left hfm in caro of 
Nash and went for a doctor ; when I returned 
he was dead j had never heard him complain 
at any timo previously. Ily W. Harris — Did 
anyone work in samo room with deceased? 
Witness — No, not at tho timo ; could not 
have been in the position in which ho was 
found moro titan a miniito nnd a half. Ity 
Dr. Hackett — Did ho appear to havo sat there 
for roliefjOrhad he fallen? Witness— Thought 
he had sat for relief ; hodidnotbreatho heav- 
ily j was perfectly still; ho was Hushed iu 
tho face when I first mv him, but 60on turned 
pale j this was beforo lie died. Kugeno Nash, 
sworn, said— Am a miller; work In the mill 
owned by Mr. Marsden ; Mayes called out 
for me, and I went to sec what was the mat- 
ter; sftw deceased iu the position as stated 
by Mayes; raid ho had better go for A doctor;

Casualties. 

A Brakeskajr KnYLgp , — About one 
o'clock yesterday morning an engine and 
train consisting of aeveateen empty tracks 
and freigbt cars belonging to tho Northern 
Bail way Company, started from Brook 
street station up the road for the purpose 
of distributing the empty cars and bring- 
ing down a train of loaded onee. Be- 
tween this and Allendale fire of the oars 
were distributed, and when about three- 
quarters of a mile -above that station and 
before day-light, the* engine, came in con- 
tact with three tfsen which had' found 
their way to the track from a neighbour- 
ing pasture field in consequence of the 
gate Deing negligently left open. Two of 
the animals were instantly killed! tho 
engine and cars passing over their bodies, 
Ind the r em a in ing one was so badly in- 
jured that its despatch became necessary. 

The engine and its occupants, the driver 
and stoker passed over the broken bodies 
of the animals without being moved from 
the track, but the tender and all of the 
cars except two were thrown from the 
track and piled upon each other in almost 
a total wreck. Assistance was telegraphed 
for at once and in the meantime an ex- 
amination of the debris was made to ascer- 
tain if there was anybody injured as one 
of the brakesman Michael Money was 
missing- After some search the unfor- 
tunate man was found crushed down into 
a marshy place with the huge iron axel of 
one of the trucks resting on his spine. 
Life was not then extinct, although he 
must hare been dreadfully crushed, for he 
turned up his eyes to the light of the lamp 
with a glared and imploring look, Every 
exertion was made to extricate his body 
as soon as possible, but when he was lifted 
out life had fled. The body was conveyed 
to Ailandale station where an inquest was 
held during the afternoon. Deceased 
leaves a wife and three children. An ex- 
cellent system by which all the employees 
of the Company who are subject to risk 
are compelled to have their lives insured 
leaves a handsome provision for the family 
of the deceased. A policy for 81000 in 
the Travellers' Company was had on his 
life, the premiums on which were paid by 
the Company and deducted in small sums 
monthly from his wages. When the in- 
formation of the occurance reached here, 
gangs of workmen were despatched to the 
spot and the track was cleared of the 
wreck as soon as possible. Mr. Monaghan, 
conductor of the first down train due here, 
on arriving at the scene with his train and 
finding the state of affairs had all the 
assistance available in requisition, and by 
hard work the track was cleared before 
noon. By fast running afterward, the 
train managed to reach here about 1.30 
o'clock. The trains are all running regu- 
larly again. The loss sustained Dy the 
Company is said by eorue to be between 
three and four thousand dollars, while 
other calculations place it under one thou- 
sand, as many of the cars can, it is said, 

be repaired at little expense. Globe
